TAPE RECORDING COUNCIL MEETINGS 

Council meetings can be long drawn out affairs 
at times... They can last from around 8 p.m. until 
the midnight hour and later, with much discussion 
taking place during that time. This discussion is the 
stuff of which news is made and it is sometimes a ted- 
ious job recording the comments of various members 
of Council.” This being the case, it was only to be ex- 
pected that sooner or later the value of modern tape 
recording devices in facilitating this chore would be 
recognized. fi 

At last night’s meeting of Council which, by the 
way, was one of those after midnight affairs, the rep- 
resentative of Lindsay’s radio station brought along a 
tape recording machine and was going to put it Lo some 
use. But it wasn’t as simple as that. Here was a 
situation which called for discussion. .... Should the 
machine be allowed to go into operation or should it 
not? A couple of motions were put, one carrying by 
the deciding vote of the chairman. The way was then 
clear for the machine to be turned on but the station's 
representative declined to use it and, we believe, wisely 
so, since the vote was obviously very widely split. 

During the course of the discussion on the issue, 
one or two interesting points were raised. There was, 
some members felt, a danger of inhibiting councillors 
because they would be reluctant to speak out freely if 
they knew their comments were going to be broad- 
cast holus-bolus. No one seemed to be opposed to the 
tape recording of the meeting if it were for record or 
reference purposes only but there was strong opposi- 
tion voiced to partial recordings of meetings. And 
that’s what really was proposed at this particular meet- 
ing... the tape recorder was there all evening but it 
was only proposed to operate it for the “industrial 1e- 
port” portion of the meeting. It was only to be ex- 
pected that members would want to know why only 
this portion was to be recorded. It looked as though 
there was a special “axe to grind” and several memb- 
didn’t like that. And, since this seems like an 
open ‘quiz’ season in Lindsay concerning municipal 
affairs, we would really like to know just why this 
patticular portion of the meeting was being singled out 
for treatment extraordinary. 2 

But to get back to the main. point under diseus- 
sion here... tape recording of complete council meet- 
ings .... We feel that this is a matter which needs 
special consideration and a ruling made in advance of 
any meeting at which tape recordings are permitted 
so that all interested could set up tape recorders in the 
Council Chambers. ow could such a departure be re- 
carded as one which could be introduced on the spur of 
the moment and for one special portion of one meeting 
and thus place other news gathering agents al a dis-

linet disadvantage? 

We stoutly defend the case for freedom of the 
press and any legitiniate methods of obtaining aews 
but if tape recordings of public meetings are to he- 
come an accepted form of reporting in Lindsay it 
should come about in an orderly way with all inter- 
ested partes having adequate time in which to get off 
to an even start. Actually, the tape recording of 
council and other public meetings might serve the in- 
yery well from the standpoint of

transeription, but any newspaperman 
would be virtually impossible to 
broadeast the complete proceedings of the average reg- 
lar meeting of council. Readers and listeners would 
be “bored suff” with much of the discussion.

“We started from Toronto's Mal- 
ton airport on the evening of July

in Lindsay we landed for a refuel- 
ing at Gander Newfoundland It 
Was sunset when we arrived in Eng- 
land and although I didn't get a 
chance to see Ireland by land, I did 
manage to see il from the air, 


“We landed at London airport, 
This port is the largest I have ever 
seen with scores of planes landing 
every hour. From here we proceeded 
by bus to'Barnes in Surry County, 
London, 

“Here was our splitting up point 
and where we would spend the next 
Week touring the country. Our hosts 
were very kind and showed us a- 
round the places of interest. 

“During this period I visited such 
places as Buckingham Palace, West- 
minster Abbey, Tower of London, 
Regent Park Zoo, Hampton Court, 
Whitehall, Downing St. St. “Paul's 
Windsor Castle, Runnemede, Green- 
wich, Canterbury, and the chalk 
cliffs at Dover as well ER 
ish countryside. 

“On one occasion we went by 
boat up the Thames river to Green- 
wich. Something that seemed odd 
tome was that the Thames rises 
and-falls with the tide. The many 
swans and ducks which inhabit the 
river make it look much cleaner 
than it really is with dock yards on 
both sides. 

“The week went by very quickly 
for there were so many things to 
see but, alas, we boarded our train 
which would take us to Sutton Park, 
a 2,400 acre seclusion in the heart 
of England near Birmingham. 

“Sutton Park which js part of 
the elty of Sutton-Coldfield (pop 
45,000) was given to the people of 
Sutton by Henry VIJI who used the 
park as a hunting ground. 

“At the station 1,000 Canadians 
piled off the train and headed to 
their campsites. Down the main 
street, they marched, packs on their 
backs, and through the main gate 
while the kind people of Sutton met 
them wilh Canadian ensigns and 
greetings of welcome. . 

“Troop No. 11 was situated in 
Arrow Park, To one side was Swed- 
en, to another North Borneo, and 
to the others Canada, The Jamboree 
was divided into sections, each sec- 
tion taking the name of a previous 
Jamboree , 

“The leaders Indaba was to the 
West about a mile away. There 
were 5,000 attending it and the Rov- 
ers Moot was two miles to the north 
also 5,000 were in attendance, 

“We were there two days before 
the Jamboree was officially opened 
This honour was given to the Duke 
of Gloucester, uncle to Queen Blizn- 
beth. 

“Por the 12 days that the Jam- 
boree was on, there was a steady 
programme of entertalnment per- 
formed by the different contingents 
each putting on a show native to

The time was 11.30 p.m, and May- 
or Hick as chairman of the Indust- 
rial Committee had been called on 
to give a report on the industrial 
set-up, 


Reeve Greaves, chairing this por- © 


tion of the meeting expressed sur- 
prise when a reporter from the 
local radio station switched on his 
tape recording machine. Accord- 
ingly, she asked the reason for the 
move and sought; to get the reaction 
of council members on same. 

The operator of the machine as- 
sured Miss Greaves that the tape 
recording was solely for his own 
benefit and parts would be trans- 
ferred to paper later. 

Councillor Peirce: “I suggest you 
do just that.” — 

Mr. Maidens (heatedly)— Why 
start that machine at 1130: why 
wasn’t it started at 8.00 pm.? 

Reeve Greaves—‘It is the sign of 
the times to have a council meeting 
reported in this way.

8% Fallout Risk 


Lindsay's patton in relation to 
civil defence is changing. “Whereas 


the town was previously considered” 


a reception centre for evacuees from 
Toronto in the event of a nuclear 
attack, it is now considered by auth- 
orities to be in the fallout danger 
zone, Latest meteorlogical infor~ 
mation reveals that 92 per cent of 
the time in any given period. the 
town would be free from fallout 
danger . . the other eight percent: 
of the time it would be apt to re- 
ceive danger amounts of radioact- 
ive fallouts. This ‘information was 
confirmed by Lt.-Col. J. T. Truman 
at this week's committee meeting of 
Lindsay’s Council. Col. Truman 
heads up civil defence work in this 
town and he was introduced py 
Mayor A. E. Hick. 

Mayor Hick told councillors that 
the situation had now so changed 
that a country-wide civil defence 
effort was indicated. 

Col. Truman stated that Lindsay 
Was now in the position of being a 
reception centre with the possibility 
of haying to evacuate its own popu- 
lation in the event of nuclear war- 
fare in which Toronto might be- 
come an enemy bomb traget. 

In ordey to cope with the situation 
Co. Truman advised that the co- 
ordination of the County must be 
gained. “Progress has been made 
in local Civil Defence work here but 
the time has come to branch out. 
I can see no disadvantages in the 
County taking over the Civil De- 
fence in this area, he stated.

Gasoline is a powerful liquid which is used for 
fuel in compression engines and as such it must be 
trigger-fast in explosive qualities.

Editorial - 


EVERYONE A GROUND OBSERVER AT HEART 
Everyone's a ground observer at heart. That's 

the conclusion we have come to In the wake of the most 

recent splurge of “neck eraning" in Lindsay and dis~ 


trict. 
Barly Wednesday morning an object was sighted in 


the northern sky which was foreign to its aurround- 
ings. The word “spread like wild-fire”’ and the paper 
received the usual number of. calls from people who 
wanted to know what it really was. Members of the 
staff quickly joined the ranks of the curious and var- 
ious observations of the phenomenon were made at 
intervals during the day. With the aid of a powerful 
set of binoculars, it was possible to determine that the 
object was not a flying saucer (“old hat” by now in this 
modern jet-hydrogen age), it didn't appear to be a man- 
launched satellite (it was virtually transparent) and 
it looked like nothing so much as an out-size, clear 
plastic balloon, The Dominion Meteorlogical office at 
Toronto later confirmed this and sald they sent up sev- 
eral a day to determine wind direction and speed. The 
balloon was designed, they said, to break at a certain 
altitude and thus erase itself. 

Now this balloon seems to have been somewhat 
sturdier than the ‘mill run’, It was in no hurry about 
reaching its bursting point and it obligingly hung 
around all day and on into the evening for the people 
to observe. As a result of its Jengthy satay in the sky 
(it changed direction slightly from when it was first 
seen until night hid it from view) more phone calls were 
received and many were the versione of what it “looked 
like’ thru the eyes of other people. One gentleman 
saw what he thought was a frame-work within the bal- 
Joon and when he told us about it we had a look, and 
sure enough, al that stage in iis course, it did appear 
to have structural supports within it... probably the 
reflection of the sun on its seams, Still another could 
see a basket and ropes trailing from ite base... we 
couldn't make this out although it could have been 
that the glasses weren't focussed just right for our 
eyes. 

And so it went... nearly everyone you talked with 
had a different version of what they saw but they all 
had one thing in common... curiosity. Yes, almost 
everyone is a ground observer at heart when there's 
something in the sky which isn't usually to be seen 
there. 


THE GENTLEMAN IS A STRANGER 
TO THE WAYS OF A SMALL TOWN 

Dennis Brathwaite, who writes under the caption 
“nobody asked us” in the Toronto Daily Star, seems to 
have a distorted impression of what life is like in a 
small town. In what appears to have been a period 
during which the writer was enjoying himself while 
wallowing in self-pity following the end of his annual 
vacation, Brathwaite writes; 

“Slumped at our desk we slid off into that old 
dream of ours of running away from the city to some 
jolly and affectionate community like Lindsay. How 
pleasant. it would be to get a modest job in the land- 
title office there, to join the Rotary club and take up 
lawn bowling. Our children would be within walking 
distance of school and we could go home for lunch 
every day, 

“We picked Lindsay for this idyll because it is close 
to our cottage at Little Elbow lake.” 

Now that’s rather a pretty picture Mr. Brathwaite 
paints of life in a small town but it seems to be lack- 
ing in some respects. He has apparently failed to take 
into consideration that Hfe in a place like Lindsay can 
also have some noteworthy disadvantages. 

The writer has overlooked the fact, for example, 
that life in a small town can be rather difficult. It is 
an exposed life and everyone knows everyone else's 
business (more or less) and frequently do a better job 
of minding otber people's business than they do of 
minding their own, He forgets, too, that there are a 
lot of petty jealousies to contend with in the smaller 
community and these are attended by a considerable 
amount of “back-biting’, thie occurs even among fra- 
ternal brothers but is referred to In these circles as 
“constructive criticiam’, Overlooked, also, is the fact 
that there js a certain amount of snobbishness in small 
town social circles ... Yes, there are people even in 
places like Lindsay who have convinced themselves 
(if no one else) that they are a special breed of hu- 
manity, just a notch or two above thelr fellow man. 
Then there is the matter of schooling to which the 
writer referred ... It is true that in places like Lindsay 
children are within walking distance of school but 
that doesn't mean that parents see much more 
of them, nor does it necessarily that the ar- 
rangement is any real advantage to the children, es- 
pecially as they get older, 

As for going home for lunch everyday, the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of this arrangement could 
be considered al some length, If a man can go home, 
have lunch and enjoy a snooze, the idea is quite appeal- 
ing. But, if going home for lunch means being pre- 
sented with the bills which arrive in the morning mail, 
a caustic remark or two about any of a number of 
things, a briefing on financial matters, or other un- 
pleasant topics, there are many who would prefer to 
dine out. 

Of course we realize Mr. Brathwaite really isn't 
so naive as to believe that life in a small town Is all 
“apple pie and ice cream” nor that we who live in 
places like Lindsay would trade places with someone 
in Toronto all other things being equal ... He, like 
us, was just thinking out loud,

Flu Spreading Rapidly, 
Strain Still Uncertain 


(British United Press) 

Most flu cases in Canada have 
not been identified’ as the Asian 
type. However tests are now under- 
way to find out the flu strain re~ 
sponsible for the outbreaks which 
have contributed to five deaths. 

The flu outbreak has reached as 
far north as the Yukin Territory 
where all schools have heen closed 
and all public meetings cancelled 
in Whitehorse, 

Here is a quick roundup of other 
parts of Canada. 

In Edmonton—Dr,. A. Somerville, 
Deputy Minister of Health, said 
Tuesday that flu, undoubtedly of 
the Asian strain, has caused 50 
teachers to be absent from their 
classrooms. 

In St. Johns, Quehbec—350 men at 
the RCAF base have been infected 
And all Sherbrooke Quebec — All 
Roman Catholic schools hdve been 
closed 

Amos Quebec—Fouy schools have 
been closed down.

Calgary—City Health Officer Dr. 
W. H. Hill said thousands of per- 
sons have taken {lI since last Fri- 
day. 

Montreal—Dr. Adelard Groulx, 
City Health Director, reported that 


tests taken of 70 persons taken 
from Trans-Atlantic ships had 
shown that five suffered from Asian 
flu. 

In Sudbury Ontaorio—Some six

Lindsay Man 
At North Bay 
Plant Opening 


Mr. Gordon J. Cook of The Lind- 
say Coal Co. was among the 300 
representatives of The Canadian 
John’s-Manyille Co, Ltd.. who at- 
tended the official opening of the 
company’s new board plant in Nortn 
Bay on Tuesday. 

Premier L, M. Frost officiated at 
the opening. This new plant is for 
the manufacture of insulating 
board and ceiling tiles, both plain 
and acoustic, it was learned. 

A spokesman for the John’s-Man- 
ville Co. stated that the company 
had looked at 32 locations in the 
north before settling in North Bay. 

“North Bay is certainly booming: 
industrially and this industry is one 
of a group which has recently locat- 
ed there,” he added. 

The company estimates that the 
plant, which has a capacity of 75.- 
000,000 square feet of insulation 
board annually, will employ about 
300 persons when in full operation. 
The annual payroll was estimated 
at $1,000,000. 

Some of the raw material of jack- 
pine, Scotch pine, and poplar pulp- 
wood will be harvested from timber 
limits the company has acquired 
from the Ontario government.

The 
land for the Church and Cemetery 
! was donated by Alexander's broth- 
er, Colonel Isaac Preston, who serv- 
ed in the Rebellion of 1837-38 and 
organized later the Lifford Comp- 
any of the 46th East Durham Regi- 
ment. The first resident Incumbent 
appointed to the Mission Church 
was Rey. William Logan. 

Alexander Preston and his wife 
had recently built and moved into 
@ new and more commodious house. 
When it was proposed to use their 
old house as a temporary Rectory 
Mary Preston insisted that it would 
be unseemly for their Clergyman 
to live in a meaner dwelling than 
theirs, and with her husband’s ap- 
proval, promptly offered’ their new 
home for his use; moving with her 
family of smal) children again into 
the old one, From this removal she 
contracted a cold which developed 
into a serious illness, of which she 
died on the sixth of June, 1852. at 
the age of 37. The Church which 
had just been built was still unfin- 
ished, but temporary flooring was 
Inid and the first service held in 
{t was the funeral seryice of Mary 
Johnston Preston who had taken 


the warmest Interest in its erection 


and in the welfare of the congre- 
gation. To commemorate her devo- 
tion and exemplary life, the 
Church was named St. Mary's.
